That your memorialists, uniformly at- 

tached to the principles ofa free republican 

government, and firmly persuaded of the 
necessity and. propriety of submitting to 
all measures adopted in the exercise of its 
constitutional powers, have yielded a faith- 
ful obedience to the several laws imposing 
an embargo on the commerce of the Uni- 
ted States. <A 
have questioned the necessity, the policy, 
and even the constitutionality of the meas- 
ur¢, yet in confidence that the prohibition 
would not be of lonz duration, we have sub- 
miited to severe privations and numerous 


cmbarrassments, with that spirit of patience | 


ond subordination, which ever characterize 
feed citizens. Belonging to a state whose 
ardent patriotism is attested by her uncom- 
mon exertions, during the scruggle for in- 
dependence, and whose pubiic spirit has 
ever been manifested by a prompt compli- 
ance with all the laws and requisitions of 
the National Government; whoie love of 
reedom is instinctive, and. whose subordi- 
Ration to constituiional lawsis as cheerful, 
AS itis habitual; we cannot be suspected 
of any indisposition to make every necessa- 
FY Sacrifice of private interest, to vindicate 
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the honor, and maintain the independence 
of the United States. 

But in the present condition of the Uni- 
ted States, when most distressing private 
sufferings are aggravated by the prospect 
of augmented evils and public calamities, 
we believe it the duty of the citizens of this 
country, to avail themselves of their con- 
stitutional right to petition for a redress of 
grievances. Lven admitting the policy of 
a temporary embargo, for the purpose of 
collecting the property and seamen of the 
United States. into our own ports, and ap- 
prizing the merchants of the hazards to 
which their property must be exposed, un- 
der the unwarrantable decrees of France 
and Great-Britain, we are not satisfied that 
reasons now exist to justily a continuance 
of this restraint. To many parts of the 
world, commerce may now be carried on 
with as much safety as at any time within 
the last fifteen years;—a period in which 
the trade of the United States has been un- 
usually profitable. It is not easy to under- 
stand, why the peculiar hazards, to which 
our trade to some farts of Europe is expo- 
sed, should operate to justify an entire re- 
straint of our commerce with other coun- 


_ tries, in which.no such hazard is incurred, 
—still more difficult is it to comprehend, © 


why the protection of our seamen and prop- 
erty on the ocean, should be alledged as a 
reason for a total prohibition of our inland 
trade, to neighboring States, which is ex- 
posed to no hazard at all. 

Itis the unquestionable right and duty 
of government, to protect the property of 
its citizens, whenever this can be done; 
without a sacrifice of mere important pub- 
lic interests; but when the risk of voyages 
is known; we suppose it far more expedi- 
ent to leave the merchant and underwriter 
to estimate the risk, thun for government 
to interfere. But whatever may be the 
risk, we are persuaded that the losses to be 
incurred by a free trade, would be. an in- 
comparably less public evil, than a total 
prohibition ofloreign corm sere The bu- 
siness of this country was suddenly srest- 
ed, during a state of prosperiiv. Contracts 
of various kinds had been mace for the 
purchase and sale of commmociies, In ex- 
pectation that the customary business of 
our citizens would be continued, and cna- 
ble the centractin; partics to fulfil their en- 
gagements. The sudden imerruption of 
trade has disabled many of our citizens to 
perform their contracts. Numerous bank- 
ruptcies in every part of the country, the 
ruin of honest industrious men, the distress 
of families, the lossef shipping, the want 
of occupation among many classes of peo- 
pic, followed by idleness and immoral 
habits, and furnishing excuses for neglect- 
ing to fulfil contracts, thus impairing the 
sense@of moral obligation, with private em- 
barrassmentstoo numcrous to be recited 








| in detail, constitute a mass of evilsy which, 


























in our opinion, claim from government a 
speedy relaxation of the present restraints 
on commerce. 

Nor can we forbear to mention the ex- 
treme rigor of the laws imposing these <- 
straints, which not only subject our coast- 
inj trace to unusual perplesities, but ex- 
pose our citizens to enormous forfeitures, 
tor trivial violations of law, and even tor un- 
intentional offences. The powers vested 
in officers of the customs, of seizing ves- 
sels and boats on mere suspicion of being 
engaged in illegal trade, are highly alarm- 
ing to a free people ; as such powers are 
liable to enormous abuses, and are, in our 
opinion, utterly repugnant to the spirit ofa 
free constitution. 

To all these evils, which are now felt by 
our citizens, we may add most extensive 
future prejudice and losses, by a diversion 
of the trade of foreign nations from its usu- 
al channels. Nations accustomed to receive 


.supplies of cemmodities from the United 


States, will be compelled to open a trate 
with other nations, whicacan furnish the 
sanie articles ; and in some instances, such 
treaties and commercial regulations will be 
formed, with our rivals, hereafter to deprive 
us of some of our best markets. In such 
cases the continuance of the embargo may 
occasion an irreparable injury to the com- 
merce of the United States. ~ 

Nor can we,in justice to ourselves, overlook 
the condition of Spain, Portugal and their 
dependencies, which now offer an interest- 
ing spectacle to the real friends of National 
Independence. Recollecting the sufferings 
of tie American people, while combating 
for their riehts and a free government, and 
comparing the perilous condition of this 
country in 1775, with that of Spain and 
Portugal at this moment, rising in miass to 
resist the power of the mighty conqueror 
of France, we feel, and we think it a duty 
tc express, a lively interest In the success 
of their’ efforts. ‘Their strurries mey 
check the enormous strides of that conque- 
ror, whose gigantic grasp has already em- 
braces the greatest portion of Europe, and 
may, if unrestrained, extend to other purts 
oithe globe. It is tmpossiblc, as it would 
be unnaviral, for freemen, who duly appre- 
ciate the advantares of ee/f governmen?, not 
to wish that the citizens of these countries 
may have the benoit of suppltics from the 
United States. Nor can we see any rea- 
sonable objection to a restoration of our 
tra’e to Spain and Portugal, since the re - 
cincing of the British orders, with regard 
to those countries, has varied the state of 
things, and removed a great part of the 
hazard, which existed when the embargo 
was laid. M!
